Thanks for sharing with me the draft answer to SEPW’s Question #14 for the Record (QFR). 
Attached is a version that I quickly marked up. 
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Switching from substance to process. . . OSRTI had proposed that the Region and OSRE be 
designated as “co-leads” for preparing an answer to QFR #14; in response, I subsequently 
recommended that R8 take the lead in preparing a draft answer, with OSRE providing input as 
appropriate. My recommendation was not officially/formally adopted, but that’s what’s 
occurring in practice, so that’s great. There are two potential (minor) difficulties though. One is 
that for the QFRs where OSRE is designated as a “lead” or “co-lead,” OSRE personnel are 
supposed to submit draft answers by COB today to OSRE management. This presents a minor 
problem since y’all are operating under different deadlines (e.g., submitting a draft answer to 
Suzanne Bohan by this Friday, and to Rebecca Russo by next Tuesday). OSRE management has 
been informed that I will not be submitting a draft answer for QFR #14 by COB today, given that 
y’all will still be refining an answer; they have not, however, indicated whether that’s 
acceptable. I trust that this’ll work out. Second, I’d love to hear feedback from y’all on the 
comments, questions, suggested edits, etc... that I’m transmitting, and then get another 
opportunity to review a revised draft later. It may, however, take some extra coordination to 
make that happen, inasmuch as I’ll be flying to Region 8 next Monday, and in meetings all-day 
there on Tuesday. But I’m sure that this too can be worked out. . .

6. In early 2011, the owner of the Gold King Mine, the Mogul Mine, and Part of the Red and 
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Bonita Mine (Todd Hennis, doing business as the San Juan Corp.) apparently withdrew 
permission for EPA to access the mine sites. In May 201 1 , EPA issued an order under 
CERCLA to obtain access to the Red and Bonita, Gold King, and Mogul mines to conduct 
field investigation, drill holes and install monitoring wells, and take soil and water samples. 
Please describe what, if any holes were drilled and monitoring wells installed, and water 
samples taken at the Gold King Mine site pursuant to this order. 


14. In 2008, the United States and the State of Colorado reached an agreement with 
Standard Metals, memorialized in a consent decree, resolving claims for reimbursement of 
response costs incurred (or expected to be incurred) in connection with several sites, 
including the Sunnyside Mine in Silverton, Colorado. Please summarize the status of this 
consent decree, including compliance with the terms by Standard Metals regarding payment 
of any judgment, recovery from any insurance claims, and conveyance of real property. 
Please also discuss whether the consent decree would prevent the United States from 
seeking recovery of any response costs from Standard Metals associated with the removal 
action at the Red and Bonita Mine and Gold King Mine sites.
